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1 . Claims 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, last line, it is not clear how the melt can be stalled in the mold. In 
claim 27, it involves an improper Markush format. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 22 and 23 insofar as definite are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as 
being anticipated by DE 544,821 . 

The casting apparatus of DE '821 is capable of performing the function as 
claimed. Applicant is advised that since the vectors of the centrifugal and 
Coriolis forces varies with the melt velocity (see the equation in page 1 of the 
exhibit A submitted by applicant), the vessel of DE '821 can be rotated in such a 
velocity that the setting angle of the mold coincides with the vectors of the 
centrifugal and Coriolis forces. 

4. Claims 24-28 insofar as definite are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over DE 544,821 . 

With respect to claims 24 and 26, it would have been obvious that any kind of 
distributing means can be used to aid the dispensing of molten metal. With 
respect to claims 25 and 27, it is conventional to used either ceramic material or 
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graphite or steel for making a casting mold. With respect to claim 28, it is known 
to heat a casting mold with an induction or microwave heating means.
